A bill is pending to limit the hours of 
labor, making the maximum ten hours in 
all manafactaring or productive indus- 
tries, workshops or buildings in which 
labor is employed by the day or month 
to fabricate goods, wares, utensils, etc. 
The bill does not apply to farm laborers 
or domestic ssrvants. 

One of tbe most important bills yet in- 
troduced is a measnre to prevent tbe 
employment of childrea ander foarteen 
years af age. It provides that hereaftor 
no minor shall be admitted as a worker 
under the age of foarteen years, within 

any workshop, factory or mine. If any 
owner or employer shall engage such 
person, for each efr«B8e he shall pay a 
penalty of $100. 

Representative Reed introduced a bill 
filing the salary of Commonwealth'a At- 
torneys at $2,000 a year and taking from 
tbem the fees and other perquisites of 
ofTice. Tbe sslary is to ha payable 

monthly. 

Representative Charlton has offered a 
bill to amend chaptt r 112 (Weights nnd 
Measures) of the General Statutes. It 
provides that section 7 be amended by 
striking out after the words "stove coal" 
the words "seventy-six pounds," and in- 
eertlngin place thereof tbe words "eighty 
pounds," and by adding the following 
sentence to the paragraph concerning 
Stove ooal : "Twenty-flve bashels or 1,000 
pounds of stove coal shall he koowa iS a 
ton or load of coal." 

Mr. Johnson introduced a bill to au- 
thorize Fagotto County, eutaide of Lex- 
ington, to sabserlbe $60,000 to the stock 
of the Kentucky Union Bailroad. 

Mr. Worthiugtoa, from tbe Committee 
on •enersl Stalotss, reported a bill reg- 
ulating the fees of jailers, and making 
cerUin cities, Loaisville, for inateaee, pay 
jailers' fees where the dty goto the beae. 
fit of fines and forfeitures. 

Up to the 18th instoat there had been 
922 bills introduced ia the House. Of 
this nusaber 552 are yet in the bands of 
tbe HoBse Committees. One hnndred 
and ninety-four are in the Senate not yet 
acted on and tbe remaining 196 have 
been passed or killed. In the Senate 319 
bills had been offered, of whieh nnmber 
152 are in tbe House for coacurrenoe, 
while the remalniag lt7 staad about one- 
third dispossd of aad tw»thfrds ia oom- 
mittee. 

The House baa oassed a reeolation ex- 
tending the ssssion until the 17tli of 
March, the vote atondiag 70 to 12. Rep- 
reaentotlve Gooding is one of the doaen 
who voted against extending tke sesnion. 
Oae of tbe most forcible arguments in 
favor of the reeolation waa made by 
General Fry, a Republican. He aaid the 
people were res|K>asible fer prolonged 
busiaess. They persist in sending In bills 
and measures, and the members would 
stultify tbemselvea if they paid no atten- 
tion to this and votad to go hoiM after 
the lapse of two maaths.
